WASHINGTON - Yesterday, Interior Secretary Ryan Zinke praised President Donald Trump’s 
intent to nominate veteran Bureau of Reclamation official Brenda W. Burman as the 
Commissioner of the Bureau, which is the largest wholesale water supplier in the United States 
and the nation’s second largest producer of hydroelectric power. If confirmed, Burman would be 
first ever female to lead the Bureau.
